ORIGIN  AND  PURPOSE.  This  Seminary  was  founded  by  Fayette- 
ville  Presbytery,  First,  For  the  Glory 
of  God  through  the  Higher  Christian  Education  of  Women. 
Second,  To  place  this  education  within  the  reach  of  persons  of 
Limited  Means.  The  First  is  accomplished  by  a  full  and  liberal 
curriculum;  the  course  is  fully  abreast  of  similar  institutions  in 
the  South ;  a  high  standard  of  Scholarship;  a  Christian  Home 
presided  over  by  Christian  Instructors  of  approved  scholarship 
in  the  branches  that  they  teach : — the  Second  by  moderate 
charges,  placing  the  education  at  net  cost. 

MANAGEMENT.    The  Seminary  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board 

of  Trustees  elected  by  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

They  are  carrying  out  to  the  fullest  extent  the  purpose  of  the 

Presbytery  and  are  making  the  Seminary  intrusted  to  their  care 

second  to  none  in  point  of  equipment  and  thoroughness. 

DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES.    Under  a  charter  granted  by  the 
<^r  Legislature  of  North  Carolina, 

Red  Springs  Seminary  has  the  right  to  confer  such  Literary  and 
Honorary  degrees  and  diplomas  as  are  usually  granted  or  confer- 
red by  Colleges,  Universities  and  Seminaries  in  these  U.  S. 

The  diploma  so  granted  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  all  privi- 
leges granted  by  statute  or  usage  to  the  holders  of  like  diplomas 
from  any  University^  College  or  Seminary  in  the  United  States. 


Any  student  not  desiring  to  study  for  n  degree  but  wishing 
to  pursue  a  course  of  study  in  any  particular  school,  shall,  upon 
completion  of  such  course,  he  grunted  a  Certificate  of  Proficiency. 

LOCATION.  Red  Springs  Seminary  is  located  in  the  town  of  Red 
Spring,  Robeson  County,  X.  C.  The  buildings  oc- 
cupy the  summit  of  a  gentle  elevation  that  slopes  in  every  direc- 
tion thus  ensuring  the  best  advantages  for  sewerage  and  perfect 
sanitary  arrangements. 

The  Seminary  is  in  the  midst  of  a  native  grove  of  Oaks  and 
Pines  covering  fifteen  acres. 

Red  Springs  is  on  the  Bennettsville  Branch  of  the  Cape 
Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  R.  R.  and  is  in  easy  driving  distance  of 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and  Seaboard  Air  Line  and  so  has  the 
best  R.  R.  connections  in  all  directions.  All  trains  arrive  and 
leave  in  the  day  time. 

CLIMATE.  The  Climate  is  particularly  mild  in  winter,  allowing 
a  plenty  of  out-door  exercise  to  the  pupils.  Red 
Springs  being  in  the  Long-leaf  Pine  district  offers  special  advan- 
tages to  any  who  may  have  any  predisposition  to  pulmonary 
troubles;  the  breathing  of  the  balmy  air  ladened  with  the 
breath  of  these  Pines  being  a  well  known  remedy  for  all  diseases 
of  the  throat  and  lungs. 

WATER  SUPPLY.    This  whole  region  is  known  for  its  pure  water 
*^  The  Seminary  has  its  own  water  supply  and 

it  is  pure  and  wholesome. 

MINERAL  SPRINGS.  This  place  takes  its  name  from  the  dis- 
coloration of  the  ground  and  vegetation 
around  its  wonderful  and  life-giving  Mineral  Springs,  the  iron 
in  the  water  imparting  a  red  tinge  to  all  that  it  comes  in  contact 
with.  The  accompanying  analysis  will  show  that  the  mineral 
ingredients  in  solution  are  those  most  sought  after  in  mineral 
waters.

Some  of  these  Springs 
are  located  just  at  the  corner  of  the  Seminary  property  and  the 
pupils  have  free  access  to  them.  The  remarkable  health  of  our 
students  bears  testimony  of  the  efficacy  of  this  water. 

BOARDING  DEPARTMENT.  This  is  under  the  care  of  a  compe- 
tent Matron  and  the  supervision  of 
the  President  who  takes  his  meals  with  the  pupils  that  he  may 
have  a  personal  experience  of  the  quality  and  preparation  of  the 
food,  an  abundance  and  variety  of  wholesome  and  uutricious  food 
being  carefully  prepared  and  served. 

THE  BUILDINGS.  The  Main  Building  contains  the  Recitation 
Rooms,  Dormitory  Rooms,  Gymnasium,  Art 
Room,  Music  Rooms,  Students  Parlor,  Reading  Room  and  Library. 
Owing  to  the  phenominal  growth  of  the  Seminary  another 
building  has  been  erected.  This  contains  the  President's  Rooms 
and  Dormitory  Rooms.  The  Dining  Hall  is  separated  from  the 
other  buildings  so  that  no  odor  of  food  may  find  its  way  into  the 
rooms.  It  is  connected  with  the  Main  Building  by  a  covered 
way. 
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The  Recitation  Rooms  are  fitted  with  all  necessary  accesso- 
ries for  successful  teaching.  The  Dormitories  are  furnished  with 
neat  oak  .suits  and  each  room  will  accommodate  two  pupils. 
The  buildings  are  heated  by  hot  water.  Each  floor  is  supplied 
with  hath  and  toilet  rooms. 

BOOK  SUPPLY.    Books    will    be    supplied   as    near   publishers' 
prices  as  is  practical. 

RELIGIOUS  PRIVILEGES.  Red  Springs  is  in  a  Scotch  settlement 
which  has  always  been  noted  for  its 
piety.  The  religions  tendencies  of  the  people  are  well  known. 
The  student  body  worships  regularly  at  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
the  President  preaching  alternately  with  the  Pastor.  Students 
of  other  denominations  are  permitted  to  attend  services  in  their 
own  churches.  Morning  and  evening  devotions  are  held  regu- 
larly in  the  Seminary.  The  President  conducts  a  prayer  meet- 
ing for  the  students  every  Thursday  night.  The  Bible  is  a  text- 
book in  the  Institution,  and  every  means  will  be  nsed  to  bring 
each  pupil  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour. 
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COURSE  OF   INSTRUCTION 


1st— PRIMARY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  beginning  of  a  child's  education  is  the  most  important 
part  of  its  school  life.  It  is  then  the  foundation  of  thorough 
and  systematic  habits  of  study  are  formed.  The  child  at  this 
period  should  not  be  confined  too  closely  to  text  books  but  its 
power  of  observation  cultivated.  In  this  department  instruction 
is  given  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Dictation,  Elementary 
Science,  Numbers,  Geography,  Vocal  Music,  Free  Hand  Drawing 
and  Physical  Culture.  Boys  under  11  years  of  age  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  this  department. 


2nd— PREPARATORY. 

This  Department  will  continue  the  orderly  development  of 
the  pupil,  preparatory  to  the  college  course,  and  will  be  under  the 
same  direction  and  instructors  as  the  College  Department.  Pu- 
pils who  desire  to  enter  the  Collegiate  Department  and  are  not 
sufficiently  prepared  will  find  in  this  department  an  opportunity 
for  making  up  their  deficiencies.

SCHOOL   OF   ENGLISH. 

MISS    GIBSON. 

Instruction  in  this  department  will  be  given  with  a  view  to 
securing  correct  use  of  the  English  Language,  familiarity  with 
literary  laws,  science,  and  art,  acquisition  of  good  style,  accurate 
method  of  criticism. 

In  the  preparatory  department  the  course  will  include,  in 
its  higher  classes,  thorough  instruction  in  English  Grammar, 
with  brief  outline  study  of  English  Versification,  and  the  forms 
of  English  Composition. 

Freshman  Class:-—  Word  Analysis,  Lock  wood's  Lessons  in 
English,  Readings  from  the  Classics,  Prose  Composition  and 
Dictation. 

Word  Analysis  will  be  studied  the  first  three  months.  The 
remainder  of  the  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  Lock  wood's 
Lessons  in  English,  Dictation,  Prose  Composition  and  Parallel 
Heading  from  the  Classics.     Three  hours  a  week. 

Sophomore  Class. -—Higher  Rhetoric,  English  and  Ameri- 
can Literature,  Essays. 
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The  study  of  Rhetoric  will  occupy  the  first  half  of  the  year 
:and  essay  work  required.  The  second  half  of  the  year  will  he 
■devoted  to  the  study  of  English  and  American  Literature,  espec- 
ial attention  being  paid  to  the  Prose  writers :-— Macau-lay,  De- 
■Quincey,  Lamb,  Ruskin,  etc. 

Junior  Class: — History  of  the  Englisn  Language,  Critical 
Study  of  Chaircer  and  Spenser,  Corson's  Study  of  English  Verse. 

Emerson's  History  of  the  English  Language  will  be  studied 
the  first  months.  The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  months  will  be 
•devoted  to  the  study  of  Chaucer  and  Spenser.  In  the  study  of 
Chaucer's  poetry,  the  following  books  will  be  read:— "The  Pro- 
logue to  the  Cantebury  Tales,"  "The  Clerkes  Tale,*'  "The 
Kuightes  Tale ;"  in  the  study  of  Spenser,  the  first  book  of 
"Fairie  Queene."  The  remainder  of  the  year  will  be  devoted  to 
Corson's  Study  of  English  Verse,  in  connection  with  Palgrave's 
CI  olden  Treasury. 

Senior  Class:—  English  Drama  and  Dramatics,  Shakes- 
peare, Jonson,  etc.,  English  Poetry,  Milton  to  Browning. 

Careful  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  Rise  of  the  En- 
glish Drama,  and  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare,  Jonson,  Congreve, 
Goldsmith,  Sheridan.  The  remainder  of  the  year  will  be  occu- 
pied in  the  study  of  English  Poetry.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  poems  of  Milton,  Wordsworth,  Coleridge,  Shelley, 
Keats,  Byron,  Tennyson  and  Browning. 


HISTORY  COURSE. 

First  Year: — A  thorough  knowledge  is  taught  of  the  chief 
-events  in  the  political,  literary,  and  religious  development  of  the 
English  people,  chronologically  connected  and  impressed  by 
supplementary  reading. 

Second  Year: — Is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  Constitu- 
tional History  of  cause  and  effect,  and  the  explanation  of  our 
present  civilization. 

Topical  researches  into  important  Historical  periods,  ancient 
and  modern  are  entered  into.  The  present  day  history  as  gather- 
ed from  recent  publications  and  current  literature  is  considered. 
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LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

M.    BROWN. 

The  school  of  Latin  includes  a  two  years  course  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department  and  four  in  the  Collegiate. 

Freshman  Year: — The  importance  of  the  Latin  as  an  aid 
to  the  understanding  of  the  English  language  is  impressed. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  construction  and  composition  and,  by 
the  study  of  history  and  by  parallel  reading,  as  broad  a  view  as 
possible  is  sought  of  Roman  life,  manners,  customs,  and  modes- 
of  warfare. 

Caesar's  Gallic  War;  Cicero;  Private  Life  of  the  Romans, 
Preston  and  Dodge ;  Latin  Composition,  Allen  and  Greenough  ; 
Grammar,  Allen  and  Greenough. 

Sophomore  Year:— DriU  in  construction  and  composition 
is  continued  and  stress  laid  upon  a  nice  choice  of  words  in  read- 
ing. A  knowledge  of  Roman  mythology  and  literature  is  added 
to  the  historical  information  of  the  year  previous  and  the  interest 
of  the  text  increased  by  farther  study  of  the  times  in  which  it 
was  written. 

Text  Books: — Virgil;  Cicero;  Livy;  Mythology;  Latin 
Composition,  Allen  and  Greenough;  Grammar,  Allen  and  Green- 
ough. 

Junior  Year: — Less  composition  work  is  nqiired  and 
more  attention  paid  to  intricate  construction.  Elegance  of  ren- 
dition is  sought  and  the  pupil  will  be  expected  to  give  the  his- 
torical setting  of  each  work  considered. 

Text  Books: — Ovid;  Horace;  Pliny;  Composition;  Roman 
Literature,  Wilkins;  Mythology;  Grammar,  Allen  and  Greenough. 

Senior  Year: — Lectures  on  Roman  character  and  literature 
will  be  given  and  critical  papers  on  the  text  in  haud  required. 

Text  Books: — Juvenal;  Tacitus;  Terence;  Light  Reading; 
Roman  Antiquities,  Wilkins;  Grammar,  Allen  and  Greenough. 
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SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

MISS    HATHAWAY. 

All  students  are  required  to  study  the  subjects  taught  in  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes.  In  the  second  half  of  the 
Junior  and  Senior  year  the  subjects  are  elective  except  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  B.  S.  The  entire  Junior  year  is  required 
in  this  course. 

Freshman  Class: — Applicants  for  entrance  into  this  class 
must  be  familiar  with  Algebra  as  far  as  Quadratic  Equations. 
Four  recitations  a  week. 

Text  Books: — Wentworth's  Algebra  and  Geometry. 

Sophomore  Class: — This  class  recites  four  times  a  week. 
Subjects  taught:  Solid  Geometry,  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigo- 
nometry. 

Text  Books: — Wentworth's   Geometry  and  Trigonometry. 

Junior  Class: — The  first  half  year  is  required  except  for 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.  Lit.,  the  second  is  elective  to  all 
but  candidates  for  B.  S.     Subjects:  Trigonometry,  Analytics. 

Text  Book  in  Trigonometry,  Wentworth's;  in  Analytics,  re- 
served. 

Senior  Class: — The  subjects  in  this  class  are  elective. 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus.     Text  Book  reserved. 


SCHOOL  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

This  is  a  three  years  course  and  forms  a  necessary  part  of 
graduation  in  any  course.  The  design  of  the  school  is  to  give 
the  students  a  comprehensive  grasp  of  the  English  Bible.  To 
this  end  its  History,  Geography,  Archaeology,  Laws,  social,  moral, 
civil,  ceremonial,  Typology,  Miracles,  Prophecy,  are  studied. 
The  evidences  of  Christianity  are  studied  in  connection  with  the 
Bible.  There  is  also  an  elective  course  in  the  senior  year  in  the 
History  and  Doctrines  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Freshman  Class: — The  Old  Testament. 

Text  Books: — The  Bible  Study  Union  Lessons  form  a  basis 
for  the  work,  with  lectures  by  the  President,  Introduction  to 
the  books  of  the  Old  Testament:  Stearns.     Stanly's,  History  of 
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the  Jewish  Church  and  Dr.  Win.  Henry  Green's  notes  on  the  Old 
Testament  are  used  as  books  of  reference.      Two  recitations  a 
week. 

Sophomore  Class: — The  Life  of  Christ. 

Text  Books: — Bible  Study  Union  Lessons,  Stalker's  Life 
of  Christ.  For  reference:  Robinson's  Harmony  of  the  Gospel, 
Life  and  times  of  Jesus  the  Messiah,  Edersheim;  Gospel  History, 
(notes)  C.  W.  Hodge. 

Junior  Class: — Acts  and  Epistles. 

Text  Books: — Bible  Study  Union  Lessons,  Stalker's  Life 
of  Paul.  The  basis  of  the  study  of  Acts  will  be  Gloag  on  Acts. 
The  study  of  the  Epistles  will  be  chiefly  by  lecture. 

Books  of  Reference: — The  Life  and  Epistles  of  St.  Paul, 
Conybeare  and  Howson,  Introduction  to  the  Catholic  Epistles 
Gloag,  The  Epistles  to  the  Hebrews,  Wescott;  Revelation,  Milli- 
gan  Baird  Lectures  1885. 

Senior  Class: — This  year  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  His- 
tory and  Doctrine  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  elective. 
Text  Book  reserved. 


NORMAL   DEPARTMENT. 

This  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Emily  M.  Coe  who 
has  for  many  years  owned  and  conducted  her  Normal  Training 
School  at  No.  70  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City.  Miss  Coe  has 
transferred  her  entire  plant  and  interest  to  this  Seminary  and 
will  continue  the  work  that  she  has  been  doing  in  N.  Y. 

The  Normal  Course  will  be  a  part  of  the  regular  Curriculum 
and  constitute  a  Post  Graduate  Course.  The  work  done  in  this 
department  will  be  equivalent  in  all  respects  to  that  done  in  the 
Teachers  College  and  School  of  Pedagoggy  in  New  York  City 
and  to  the  work  done  in  similar  institutions  in  Boston  and  other 
cities.  The  course  will  include  thorough  preparation  for  teach- 
ing in  every  department  from  the  Kindergarten  to  the  College. 
The  study  of  the  Bible  and  thorough  preparation  for  Mission, 
Sabbath  School  and  Young  Peoples  Work  will  be  an  essential 
part  of  this  Department. 

A  Diploma  will  be  granted  to  all  who  complete  the  course. 
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Students  entering  this  department  and  desiring  to  perfect 
themselves  in  some  of  the  regular  studies  in  the  College  course 
may  do  so  without  any  extra  charge. 

The  charges  in  this  department  are  the  same  as  in  the  Col- 
lege 'department. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

MISS  HELEN  LEE  BROOKS. 

Physical  Education  forms  part  of  the  college  course.  The 
aim  of  this  department  is  to  secure  for  the  student  health  and 
endurance,  to  give  them  ease  and  grace  in  movement  and  expres- 
sion and  to  teach  them  the  importance  of  physical  development 
as  part  of  a  complete  education.  Its  purpose  is  to  train  the  mind 
to  think,  and  the  body  to  respond  with  precision,  as  well  as  to 
give  physical  development.

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  the  student  for 
practical  office  work.  Stenography,  Typewriting,  Book-keeping 
and  Commercial  Correspondence  are  taught. 

There  is  no  extra  charge  for  this  department  except  for  use 
of  Typewriter,  for  this  a  charge  of  $5.00  per  year  is  made.

Advanced  Course  in  Physics  given  and  required  of  students 
for  the  degree  of  P.  S. 


SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC. 

The  course  in  music  is  broad  and  thorough  and  may  be 
carried  to  the  highest  grades.  In  the  lower  grades  as  in  the 
others,  only  the  best  teachers  are  employed,  as  the  school  recog- 
nizes the  need  of  the  best  instruction  in  the  beginning,  thus  en- 
suring a  good  foundation. 

The  pupils  have  the  best  instruction  for  use  in  practice 
and  ensemble  work.  Pupils  recitals,  vocal  and  instrumental 
recitals  by  the  teachers,  and  lecture  recitals,  are  of  frequent  oc- 
curance  during  the  term,  thus  ensuring  to  the  pupils  the  culture 
that  can  only  come  from  hearing  and  understanding  the  best 
musical  works,  artistically  rendered.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
course  in  voice  culture,  there  is  offered  to  each  student  in  the 
Seminary,  a  course  in  Sight  Singing,  and  the  music  pupils  have 
the  privilege  of  belonging  to  the  class  for  Choral  work. 

PIAXOFORTE. 

In  this  course,  an  easy  and  natural  position  of  hand  is  taught. 
A  thorough  course  of  technique  is  required,  and  the  most  careful 
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phrasing  and  artistic  shading  taught  and  insisted  upon  in  all  the 
grades.  In  the  lower  grades,  theory  and  the  first  principles  of 
the  harmonic  structure  of  chords  are  given,  along  with  the  piano 
lessons.  But  for  graduation  a  separate  course  in  theory  and 
harmony  is  required. 

Grade  First: — a.  New  England  Conservatory  Method, 
Book  I.  A  correct  position  of  hand,  independent  finger  action, 
and  a  perfect  legato  touch. 

b.  Bertini's  Petites  Morceaux,  Kullak's  Finger  Exercises, 
Scales  in  simplest  forms. 

Grade  Second: — a.  Twelve  Short  Studies,  op.  124,  Vogt., 
Bertini's  Etudes,  op.  100,  Kullak  Finger  Exercises  continued. 

6.  Loeschorn,  Etudes,  op.  66,  Book  I,  Scales  and  Arpeggios, 
dementi's  Sonatines. 

Grade  Third: — a.  Bertini's  Etudes,  op.  29,  Turner's  Oc- 
tave Studies,  Scales  and  Arpeggios  in  all  forms. 

b.  Loeschhorn  Etudes,  op.  66,  Book  III,  Selections  from 
Mendelssohn's  Songs  without  words,  and  the  easier  Sonatas  of 
Beethoven,  Mozart,  and  Haydn.  Selections  from  Kullak's  Edi- 
tion of  Bach's  Lighter  Compositions.  Pupils  in  this  grade  are 
required  to  play  at  one  or  more  of  the  pupil's  recitals  given  dur- 
ing the  year.

Buelow  Edition),  Turner's  Scales  and  Arpeggios,  Kullak's  Oc- 
tave Studies,  Larger  Sonatas  by  Beethoven,  Mozart,  etc. 

Grade  Fifth:— Moschelles  Etudes,  op.  70.  Part  2nd. 
Kullak's  Octave  Studies  Continued,  Bach's,  Three  part  Inven- 
tions, Tausig's  Daily  Studies,  Difficult  works  by  both  Classic 
and  Modern  Writers. 

Grade  Sixth: — dementi's,  Gradus  Ad  Parnassum,  Bach's 
Well  Tempered  Clavichord,  Tausig's  Daily  Studies  Continued. 
Selections  from  Chopin's  Etudes.  A  diploma  will  be  given  to 
those  who  have  satisfactorily  finished  this  course. 

POST   GRADUATE    COUKSE. 

Henselt's  Etudes  Caracteristiques,  and  Etudes  by  Liszt, 
Rubinstein,  Schumann,  Concertos  by  Beethoven,  Rubinstein  and 
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other  classical  and  modern   writers.     Pupils  taking  this  course 
will  have  the  opportunity  for  sight  reading,  and  ensemble  work, 
and  a  liberal  course  in  Normal  Instruction  if  desired.     Pupils 
finishing  this  course  will  be  given  a  teachers  diploma.

ART   DEPARTMENT. 

A  regularly  graded  course  is  offered  in  this  department  to 
students  who  wish  to  make  a  specialty  of  art.  Students  not 
having  time  for  the  regular  art  course,  may  take  a  special  course. 
Instruction  will  be  given  in  charcoal,  crayon,  oil,  water  color, 
tapestry  and  china  from  casts,  still  life,  and  nature.  China  is 
fired  in  the  Seminary  kiln,  thus  acquainting  the  pupil  with  this 
necessary  part  of  china  painting.  Free  instruction  is  given  to 
every  pupil  in  the  Seminary  through  the  free  hand  drawing 
classes. 
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THE  ZETESIAN  AND  EPSILON  CHI. 

Two  very  pleasant  and  interesting  features  of  the  Seminary 
are  her  societies,  the  "Zetesian"  and  "Epsilon  Chi". 

These  societies  were  organized  in  the  fall  of  1897.  Their 
aim  being  to  promote  social  enjoyment,  and  fester  a  taste  for 
standard  literature  by  studying  the  lives,  works,  and  style  of  the 
poets  and  many  other  classical  writers,  besides  acquiring  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  modern  authors.

REGULATIONS. 

Dress  and  Outfit.  Expensive  and  elaborate  dressing  will 
not  be  permitted  in  the  Seminary.  This  is  a  working  school  and 
experience  shows  that  much  thought  bestowed  on  dress  insures 
little  to  spare  for  anything  else.  Simple,  neat,  and  tasteful 
dressing  will  be  insisted  upon.  Each  student  should  be  provided 
with  an  umbrella,  a  pair  of  overshoes  and  a  waterproof  cloak. 
Each  teacher  and  pupil  will  provide  her  own  towels,  napkins 
and  ring,  one  pair  of  sheets,  one  pair  blankets,  one  pair  pillow 
cases,  one  counterpane  suitable  for  double  bed,  one  teaspoon  for 
use  in  her  own  room.  Pupils  will  be  required  to  care  for  their 
own  rooms  and  keep  them  neat  and  open  for  inspection  of  the 
teacher  in  charge.
